camp is located at the foot of the far- | 


famed transcontinental glacier on the 
Great Divide or Watershed of the 
Rockies, Just north of Berg Lake, into 
Which the hanging. glacier drops an Ice- 
berg every few minutes to cool the 
water for the camper. There could 


searcely be a more ideal or natural spot 
for this camp as it occupies a site at 
the highest point In the hanging val- 
ley immediately upon ithe boundary of 
Alberta and British Columbia, be- 
tween Lake Adolphus on the Alberta 
side and Lake Berg on the B. G. side. 
Transcontinental or Robson glacier ts 
immediately in front of the camp, and 
two streams flow from it, one to the 
Adolphus northeast through the lake 
into the Smoky River, and the other to 
the west into Lake Berg and on into 
the Grand Fork of the Fraser river. 
Mount Mumm sits tn silence to the 
north, while to the south Mt. Res- 
plendent rears its sn$w capped head 
in haughly grandeur above the miles 
of glacier over which the vision must 
span to gather {ts mighty Influence. 
Immediately In the foreground and to 


the south of the camp rear guard peak 
stands guard to the mighty king of the 
Canadian Rockies, Mt. Robson. The 
personnel of camp Robson {fs divided 
into three distinct parties or sets. 


Make-up of Partles. 


The Canadian Alpine club with ap- 
proximately 60 members, make up the 
majority of the company, so far as 
numbers are concerned. Next comes 
the Waleott party, ineluding Dr. 
Charles D. Walcott, geologist from the 
Smithsonfan institute, Washington, D.

ORIGIN OF 8ST. JAMES’ PALACE, 


Henry VII. when he built St. James’ 
Palace designed # for a country resi- 
dence to take the place of the manor 
of Lennington, where_he had been in 
the habit of going for a change of air. 
He pulled down the hospital dédicated 
to St. James the Less, and on {ts site, 
as Holinshed tells up, ‘'bullt a goodly 
manor and made a faire parke for his 
greater comoditle and pleasure.’ The 
palace stood in the midst of flelds well 
stocked with games, and these were 
inclosed as its private demesne. Hven 
while residing here Henry. held his 
court first at Westminster and then at 
Whitehall after he had taken the lat- 
ter palace from Wolsey. It was not 
until 1697, when Whitehall was de- 
stroyed by fire, that St. James’ Palace 
became the London‘ residence — of 
monarechs.—London; Standard.

How it fs done is 
explained by a member of the flym of 
tourist agents, 

“Only last week," he said, “an 
American came rushing into our office 
on Tuesday and said he wanted to 
“do” England, Scotland and Ireland and 
set the steamer back to New York on 
the following Saturday. 

“We pointed out that it was impos- 
sible to do it in that time, but showed 
how it could be managed in a week. 

“Our plan divides the hustling 
tourist's week up as follows: 

London, two days; Petersborough, 
York and Edinburgh, one day; Tros- 
sachs and Glasgow, one day; Dublin 
and Belfast, one day; Killarney, one 
day; Cork and Queenstown, one day. 

“Assuming that the American be- 
gins his hustling tour on Monday, he 


devotes that ‘day to the show places of 


London, winding up with a theatre in

VERY ROUGH WORK 


Operation on a Man's Skull 
Was Performed With a Ster- 
lized Screwdriver, 


To perform a major operation on 
board a steamship in the middle of the 
Atlantic Ocean with a hurricane raging 
is today no more of a feat than to per- 
form it Jn the most elaborately —ap- 
pointed land hospital, Fifteen years 
ago, however, it was another story. 

All the big liners: today are fitted 
with ‘special operating theatres, glass 
tables, cabinets and equipped with sur- 
seons, assistant surgeons and trained 
nurses, but {t was not so long ago 
that one doctor, without aid of nurses 
or assistants, and with only an adequate 
despensary at his disposal, was obliged 
lo cope, single handed, with sungery 
and disease. 

A little company of ship's surgeons 
gathered at an up town hotel recently 
for a quiet dinner. Among them were 
doctors who had seen service on’a 
dozen lines over twice as many years, 
and, groping into the recollections of 
those other days, they swapped stories 
with the new men who have removed 
appendices in the anticeptic operating 
rooms of such modern ships as the 
Mauretania and Olympic during the last 
year or two, 

Operates With Screwdriver 

Among the stories told of rough and 
ready operations In desperate hope to 
save life were those of tracheotomy 
performed with a penknife, a fractured 
skull operated on with a sterilized 
screwdriver when there were no other 
instruments available, and an abdominal 
operation performed without the aid of 
an anaesthetic. 

“I remember my first cperation as a 
ship's surgeon,” said one of the doc- 
tors. ‘It was several years ago on one 
of the smaller ships in the Mediterran- 
ean service. A deckhand fell. down 
hatch No. 2 and suffered a depressed 
fracture of the skull. It was blowing 
great guns and the man, starting down 
a ladder, lost his balance, 

They brought him down to the dis- 
pensary, and it took but a glance to see 
that only an operaticn to remove the 
pressure of the depressed bone from 
his brain might save him.. Of course, 
I did not know that even that would do 
80, but it-was easy to see that it was 
the only chance. 

“I no sooner made up. my mind on 
this point that-1 faced a situation that 
rose before’me like a seemingly im- 
passable stone wall. In those days 
that. particular line was not spending 
much money on frills and the com- 
panies hadn’t come to learn that ship's 
doctors were not merely (pill makers, 
tolerated aboard merely to relieve sea- 
sick women and bandage cut fingers of 
pantry boys and stewards. 

“I called two stewards to-help me, 
rigged up a table, stretchéd out the un- 
conscious ‘sailor and went through my 
pag lo see what I could get to work 
with. 


Patient Quick to Recover 

“Tt found a lance and scalpel, and 
one or two other things, but of course 
Thad po trophise, which was the most 
necessary of all.. We threw the knife 
and a pair of scissors Into a pan to 
boil, and while I got out’the bandages 
and a needle I racked my mind for some 
instrument ‘to elevate the depressed 
portion of that deckhand’s skull. 

“The carpenter had been putting a 
new hinge on the floor of the dispen- 
sary and had left his steel screwdriver 
lying on the floor. I saw it, 

“It was the only chance. I snatched 
it up and tossed it into the sterilizer 
with the scissors and knife.» Then 1 
weht to work, opened back the scalp, 
caught the sharp edge of the screw- 
driver between the edges of the frac- 
ture, pried up the depressed section, 
sewed up the wound, bandaged it, and 
got the man into a bed in the sick bay. 
I left the ship at the end of the voyage, 
but two days later I ran across the 
sailor again in Naples. He had cholera 
then, but he beat that too. I guess he 
was meant to be drowned,"
